A Swiss impression of the W.S.C.F. conference held a 
England after the Westminster conference : 


The programme of the High Leigh meeting contained 
addresses and discussions on “The Church in the modern _ 


world” with the particular aim of adapting the results 


of ‘‘Westminster’’ to countries outside Great Britain. 


~ What a relief it was to leave behind the excitement of — 
_ the city for the wide horizons of the country ; what a 


relief too to deepen one’s spiritual life after the intense 
intellectual life caused by the speeches and groups of 
the larger conference ! 

At Westminster the possibility of getting to know 
one another as individuals was necessarily very limited. 


“At High Leigh the afternoons were left free for that 


essential part of our life in the movements, and to this 
end long walks contributed more than anything else. 
So we came to realise that because we were children 
of the one Lord we were able to meet as brothers and 
sisters. 

It was on the spiritual side that my own experience 
was most decisive, an experience of a common faith 
in. Jesus Christ which transcended personal as well as 
national and confessional-differences: I came to learn 
in particular the value of two “moments’’, as it were, 
with their particular reference to.the work of our.own 
movements. I refer to the meditations which followed 


‘on the morning worship (where we were free to remain 


alone. with our Bible or to join in a group in order to 
diseuss questions which had arisen in the course of 
the talk), and, in particular, the importance given to 
thanksgiving and -to intercession in Anglican worship. 
We put our trust in God and we learnt that, no less 
than in private prayers,eour national difficulties as 


_well as those of every individual among us were thus 


offered up to’ God. At the same time the prayer 
witnessed to the deep joy which each of us found in 
these days of such richness. 

To be full of joy and gratitude because we are 
called to be Christians — that is what I learnt at High 
Leigh. Joy was the note of our worship and study. 

The problem of making “Westminster” (so typically 
British a conference) really our own left most of us 
continental Europeans in confusion. To compensate 
for this, we left the ecumenical gathering at High Leigh 
with an enrichment of our personal and community 
life which we long to pass on to our own movements.

The winter activity of the R.S,C.M. in Paris manifests. 


itself especially in circles, the success of which entirely 
depends on the personal and industrious effort of the 


leaders. The leaders bear the principal weight of the 


‘winter ‘activity, for they must. struggle not only with 


their own difficulties, but chiefly with the indifference 


of the surroundings. It is. especially difficult for new 
circles to start, because it is very hard to attract the 
" young people into circles, and still more difficult to do 


it into circles which are just starting. So we can say that’ 


without a personal industrious effort, without tenacity, 
a circle cannot come to life. In 1946/1947, six circles 
_. Were existing in the R.S.C.M. .,. Last year, we began 

*to celebrate early liturgies in ther Fs: C.M. Church 
once a month. This has become a tradition, and now 
we celebrate every month an early liturgy during 
which a great part of the congregation confess their 


- sins and take the Holy Sacrament. The early liturgies . 


appear as an event in our common spiritual life, gather- 
ing us around Christ. ‘This, experience shows the 
organic growth of our Movement, going on, unnoticed, 
in itself, Spiritual and_ religious intercourse does 
-develop itself in charity. The most important thing is 
that there is here not only human organisation which 
_gets new force, but a really organic growth realising 
itself unnoticed in us, in God’s Church. We do not 
act with our weakness, we do not succeed thanks. to 
our own strength, but we dive in the Church, and 
Christ himself does everything. For the Movement 
has not its-own worth or force. It has worth and 
force only thanks to its content which it borrows from 
Christ’s Church by its activity in the name of Christ, 
, Fifteen were present at the first liturgy, now the 
group is composed of about forty persons. Let us hope 
that our family will go on developing itself. Every 
R.S.C.M. member’s aim must be to attract new young 
people to the liturgical life of the Church.

“The Social Department. of the M.E.F.E.S.Z. (National 
Union of Hungarian Students) received 23,000 frts. 


from the W.S.R. for the Students’ Summer Holidays — 


Camp. This enabled Hungarian students to spend 


summer holidays at Lake Balaton at minimal cost. — 


400 students spent summer holidays in fortnightly: 
groups at the summer resort of the Social Department 
of M.E.F.E.S.Z. at Balatonboglar, from July 16th to 
September Ist. In judging the applications for admit- 
-tance, wé gave the preference to former prisoners of 
war, war-invalids, and refugees, since nearly all of them 
earn their living with their own hands, and struggle ~ 
for their diploma -without their parents’ support. 
These were foremost in need of a two weeks’ vacation, 
and rest, free from worry, in order to be able to continue 
their hard work in.autumn:’ This action could not 
' have been realised without the 23,000 frts. support of 
W.S.R., for this sum covered the biggest part of our 
expenses and so the students taking part in the action 
had to contribute only to expenses such as rent, ser- 
vants’ wages, etc. We assured a recreation free of 
charge for needy students and those who had recently 
returned from prisoner of war camps, and we paid 
the railway expenses of about 25 °% of the participants. 
We laid stress on the purchase of food rich in ‘calories, 


proteins and fat, striving to compose a varied menu, - 


since the students had very little to eat during the 
university term or in the prison-camps, and the mono- 
tonous food in the mensas weakened them also. The 
aim of our scheme was not only to give recreation and 
entertainment to the students, but also to strengthen 
them physically and mentally... For two weeks they 
had no worries about how to earn a living ; they enjoyed 
the summer ; the good nourishment made them phy- 
sically: strong, They returned refreshed in body and 
- soul to the university towns in order to continue 
their studies and their struggles for every day’s bread.
